After that all along 
She front of the allies' position a 
stream of fire about four miles in 
length kept continually running, 
;until it seemed as if a volcano 
had burst loose and was pouring 
Ideath and destruction on the 
doomed city. For a while the 
Russians seemed utterly par- 
alyzed. ' Then they began to re- 
ply to this furious fire, and a 
more terrific din than ever filled 
She air. This fearful l>ombard- 
iiient was kept up day and night 
lill the 8th of September, when 
Hinother attack was made on the 
ilfalakoff and Redan. It was the 
Ijay before the assault, and Lance

lime he had suffered greatly from 
lan aching tooth, and it now be- 
Kame so bad that he made up his 
mind to "go sick" with it.

It was a long way to the hos- 
pital, the wounded man was 
heavy, and the bearers were tired 
oiitwith the day's marching and 
excitement. Jim. moreover, was 
sulTering agonies with his tooth. 
Under these circumstances it is 
no wonder that he felt "fed up" 
to use a common expression, and 
cared little whether he lived or 
died. 

"Oh God send a round shot my 
way and end my miserable life," 
he said over and over again, as 
he dragged his weary way bacit 
to the trenches.

Thei'tj 
the President assured the Barmi 
that the United Slates felt no nu- 
cerlainty as lo the real friendliT 
ness of Japan, and that recent 
talk of Japanese participation in 
the Mexican troubles with a vievK 
to obtaining a landing on the Pa- 
cific coast was known by the Ad- 
ministration lo be absolutely un- 
founded, Mr. Taft spoke strong- 
ly to the Japanese Ambassador 
of the sensationalism that had 
kept the rumours before the pub- 
lic without a single bit of corro- 
boration having been secured 
and in the face of repeated den^ 
iais. The talk, lie said, was much 
regretted by the thinking men of 
the country, and he expressed the 
hope thai it would not be over- 
estimated in Japan. In conclu- 
sion, he asked Baron Uchida to 
convey directly to the Japanese 
Emperor the sentiments he ha<f 
expressed, and lo assure him of

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3,000,000 PEOPLE TO BE ENUMERATED BY 1,250,000 OFFICIALS 




i N his "Studies of In- 
dian Life and Senti- 
ment" Sir Dampfylde 
Fuller dwelling on the 

divcrfiilies of life in 

the niajiy couiilries which make 
up the Indian continent, remariis 
that it is hai'dly too much to say 
that hy the caste system the in- 
habitants are dilTcrenfialed info 
2,000 speeies of mankind, which 
in the pliysieal rolalioris of life 
have as little in poninioii as the 
inmates of a zoological garden. 
.The ex-Lieut. -Governor of East- 
ern Bengal and Assam ai-rives at 
the figure named by reckoning 
many sub-caslns. which though 
they do not eat and drink or in- 
termarry with other snb-i-astes of 
their group, are not greatly dif- 
ferentialed from Ihcm In appear- 
ance, dress, or ciisloin. But we 
may at least .^ay that the sludenl 
of Indian ethnology could read- 
ily distinguish at sight helweoii 
almost any of Ihe seventy-four 
main castes set forth in the cen- 
sus rotitrns. ranging in numerical 
strcngUi from a mere 000,000 odd 
Oraons to 28.750,000 Shcklis. 

The differences between the 
countries of Europe, as the late 
Sir John Sfrachcy wrote, are un- 
doubtedly smaller than those fic- 
tween the countries of India; 
"Scotland is niorc like Spain than 
Bengal is like tli Piuijah." Our 
picluie sliDw some of the varie- 
ties of Ihe vast aggregate of peo- 
ples, speaking 185 diiTerorit lan- 
guages, being emmioraled at the 
fourlli prnoral Indian census ou 
March 10, a dale carefully ehosen 
as lieiug an imauspicious one for 
marriages, festivals, fairs, and 
other evonls likely lo fake people 
from their homes. This census is 
the largest aggregate and uni- 
form enumeration in the world, 
for it oovers an area of more than 
1,750.000 sciuare miles—tlial is, 
raorc than the whole of Europe, 
excluding Russia — and fake stock 
of nearly one-fifth of ttie total 
estimated population of the globe. 
,The Ceylon eensus is simultan- 
eously taken, and the combined 
aggregate on this occasion is not 
likely to be less than 300,000,000 
persons. 

The task in India is of excep- 
tional difTicully compared with 
similar work elsewhere in con- 
sequence of the great diversifica- 
tion of physical features and cli- 
mate, from malarious swamps 
and arid deserts to sequestered 
huts in lonely mountain tracts, 
and from the crowded town 
bazaar to the jungle shelter of 
wild and nomadic tribes. The il- 
literacy of the people is another 
difficulty. Little more than five 
per cent, of the people can read 
and write, and the proportion of 
householders capable of filling up 
the schedule is considerable low- 
er, for the test of literacy in In- 
dia is a very meagre one. 

From the trial of administra- 
tive efficiency which the census 
provides in these circumstances 
Anglo-Indian ofTlcialdom emerges 
not merely with credit, but with 
honour, ten years ago the gov- 
ernment of India published the 
preliminary totals on the four- 
teenth day after the enumeration, 
and these early figures . differed 
from, finals by less than 100,(»p, 



produced any figures at all in less 
than six months. One reason for 
this raprdity is fhat the army of 
enumerators is so great. Ten 
years ago about a million per- 
sons were so employed, most of 
tliem voluntary workers, and 
with the controlling agenpv the 
total staff was about 1,250.000. 

The attitude of the people gen- 
erally towards the census opera- 
tions is worthy of the highest 
commendation, seeing lliat even 
in llie more enliglilened West un- 
educated countryfolk arc liable to 
be suspicious Ihal some ullcrior 
purpose may lurk behind the 
questions of the schedule. — Fi"Oni 
iho Spliere.

In view of the great census which is now taking place among 300 
niiTiioii inhabilanl.s in India. It is interesting to note the diversity 
of races the rensus will iiicludo in Us returns as illustrated in this 
interesting group, which was recently taken in India. The huge 
man on the left is known us the Kashmir Giant, and is 7 ft. in. 
in height. Xexl lo him is Professor Ricallon, who is responsible 
for the photograph, during his tour in India, while the other 
three men belong lo a diminutive race. The one on the extreme 
right is known as the Paliala Midget and Is only 2 ft. i in. in 
height. He is a very perfect specimen of this type of the hunian 
race, and is in no sense a dwarf but conveys rather the iraipres- 
sion of a small but otherwise well-developed man. An interesting 
fact is that this midget and the giant are both twenty-three years 
of age. Owing lo the illiteracy of the people the task of taking 
the census is of exceptional difficulty, especially among the wild 
and nomadic tribes of the jungle.

" 'Not in the length and breadth 
of the Dominion,' said he, "will 
you find, Commissioner, a more 
loyal and devoted people than the 
people of the Province of Nova 
Scotia, and the City of Halifax.'

. "Gommisisoner Rocs was then 
introduced, and received quite an 
ovation. 

"He gave earnest expression to
